'Fairs’' Must Match 
Shift In Economy, 
Youth Action Need

THE EDUCATIONAL process 
cannot be limited to classroom 
instruction, if it is to achieve 
its goal of producing the compe- 
tent, well informed citizens 
which today and tomorrow need. 

As the horizons of our know- 
edge constantly broaden we 
must extend the boundaries of 
our educational system continu. 
ously in order to preserve and 
transmit the new learning to 
those who can use it. 

SOME educators and others 
interested have long recognized 
that one of the primary func- 
tions of district, county, or state 
fairs is education. 

Participants in fairactivities 
have also appreciated this fact, 
but the general public still tends 
to think of fairs as agricultural 
showcases. 

The remarkable fact that 
California agricultural produc. 
tion has led the nation in value 
for many years to a very great 
extent is due to the educational 
efforts of fairs in improving 
livestock and crop quality, and 
in educating our farm youth in 
up-to-date principles and me- 
thods. 

The statistics reveal that the 
involvement of farm youth in 
our fairs has been of tremen- 
dous value. 

THE FACT is inescapable, 
however, that our California 
fairs have not been enabled to 
fully match the great shift in 
our state’s economy. 

Particularly in the last gen- 
eration, we have changed from 
one based primarily on agricul- 
ture to one largely oriented to 
an industrialized urban econo- 
my, even though agriculture is 
still big business. 

The fairs have not been able 
to meet the needs of the grow- 
ing number of urban youths in- 
terested in industry and 
science. 

THE JOINT Legislative Com- 
mittee on Fairs Allocation and 
Classification recently met in 
the California Museum of 
Science and Industry in Los 
Angeles. One of the topics 
considered was how to develoy 
greater involvement ofall Cali- 
fornia youth in activities of 
our 71 district and county fairs. 

Two witnesses were students 
in agricultural management at 
California Polytechnic College, 
one a charming young lady, the 
other a promising young man. 
Both have had personal experi- 
ence with fairs through 4-H. 


They offered many valuable 
suggestions to the Committee. 

THE GROUP was told that 
more than 25,000 youths bene- 
fit by participation in the many 
fair activities open to them, 
from competing in agricultural, 
homemaking, vocational and 
other contests, to actual 
employment in fair administra- 
tion. 

However, if the programs of 
the fairs could be opened wider 
in scientific, industrial, and 
Telated areas to attract more 
urban youth, the potential num- 
ber who could be involved would 
be 500,000, twenty times the 
current figure. 

THE WITNESSES enumerated 
a number of problems which 
must be resolved in order to 
attain full youth involvement. 

The support of directors of 
local fairs for broadened youth 
programs mustbe streng- 
thened. 

Because most fairs are held 
in the summer, most students 
and instructors face a problem 
because school is not in ses- 
sion. 

PARTICIPATION in fairs 
costs money, and most school 
districts are not inclined to 
spend it. The age-old formula 
of blue ribbon and premium 
competition still governs too 
many fairs. 


Industrial education students 
and teachers must be oriented 
toward fairs, 

Last, there is no present or- 
ganization in California of 
youths oriented to science or 
industry, which can encourage 
and develop their participation 
in fairs. A program for recog- 
nition of outstanding youths by 
fairs and fair organizations is 
urgently needed. 

The Committee Chairman 
Stated that the group would in- 
tensively pursue its study of 
youth involvement in fairs, and 
would hold future meetings on 
the subject to develop action 
on the matter. 


Pomona First 


Assets Jump 
During 1965 


A $14 million increase in 
assets over 1964 is reported 
for last year by Pomona First 
Federal Savings and Loan As- 
sociation, despite a slump in 
the construction industry here 
and throughout the nation. 

THE FINANCIAL condition 
of the association was reported 
to the 73rd annual meeting of 
members by President Paul D, 
Walker. The report showed to- 
ta] assets on Dec. 31, 1965 of 
$181,648,799.72, compared with 
$167,515,460.14 on the same 
date the year before. 

Walker said the association’s 
annual report showed growth in 
all departments. At year end, 
the association had 41,675 de- 
positors, 1,362 more than the 
year before, and 20,197 loan 
customers, 256 more than in 
1964. A total of 1,961 loans 
were made during 1965 sub- 
stantially to home owners. The 
value of the loans was $33 ,644,- 
580. 

Walker said interest earned 
and collected during the year 
increased 10 per cent --$302,- 
781.60 -- and the net income 
of the association, after provi- 
sions for federal and state in- 
come taxes, was $1,116,090.23, 
raising the total in reserves 
and undivided profits to $10,- 
871,319.52. 

Dividends paid to savers for 
the year amounted to $6,227,- 
739.41, an increase of $324,- 
026.66. Recent action of the 
board of directors was the adop-. 
tion of a resolution permitting 
the association to pay dividends 
from the first of the month on 
all savings placed by the 10th, 
and dividends from the day of 
receipt on other accounts. 

An $11 million increase in 
the mortgage lo portfolio, 
from $148,251,269.56 to $159,- 
641,769.50, was reported toas- 
sociation members.

Tuberculin Skin Testing Plan Band Starts 58-Year Old Widow Sues 
Slated for Grade School Pupils 


The Upland School District, 
in cooperation with the San Ber- 
nardino County Health Depart- 
ment and the Tuberculosis and 
Health Association of San Ber- 
nardino County, will be conduct- 
ing a tuberculin skin testing 
program during the month of 
March - specifically, March 7, 
14, 21, and 22. 

This test is very simply ad- 
ministered by applying a small 
amount of harmless material 
onto the surface layers of the 
Skin on the forearm. 

Three days later a profess- 
jonally trained employee of the 
County Health Department in- 
terprets the results. If posi-e 
tive, further procedures will 
be recommended.
